The Premier and all the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet made a great 
deal of capital out of the success of 
the French delegation at Geneva 
in putting the protocol through last 
September, and the necessity of 
admitting that all the work done 
to that end has been wasted and 
that all the credit the French Cabi- 
net derived from it has vanished is 
considered by political leaders to 
place the government in a difficult 
position with Parlament. 

Just before the Chamber met to- 
day Premier Herriot received news 
from Geneva that convinced him 
the time had not yet come to talk 
of security negotiations in public 
and induced the leaders of the op- 
| position to await a more propitious 
time for its consideration. 
| Opinions gathered during the 
day in diplomatic and parliamen- 
tary as well as official] circles 
tended strongly to the conclusion 
that the difficulties of devising an 
effective security pact with collabo- 
ration of other than continental 
powers appear almost insurmount- 
able, in view of Mr. Chamberlain's 
declarations.

SHEPHERD HELD 
IN POISON CASE 


Prosecutor Orders Arrest in 
McClintock Death 
Damaging Evidence is Given 
by University Man 
Professor Admits Guardian 
Studied Germ Culture 


(EXCLUSIVE. DISPATCH) 

CHICAGO, March 13,—Police 
officers from the State's Attorney's 
office arrested William D. Shep- 
herd shortly before midnight at 
his suburban home in connection 
with the death of Willlam Me- 
Clintock, millionaire orphan, and 
started with him for the Criminal 
Court Bullding. 

Orders aleo were issued forthe 
arrest of the head of the Jones 
Detective Agency, an agency em- 
by Shepherd. 

C. C. Faiman, president of 
the National University of Applied 
Sciences, after thirty-six hours of 
rigid questioning, finally made the 
admission that Shepherd had con- 
sulted him personally about the 
action of typhoid and other dead- 
ly germs and their propagation 
and preservation. He also broke 
his line of evasion and confessed 
that Shepherd had searched 
through the files of the institute, 
abstracted a letter and put it in 
his pocket. This, presumably, was 
his letter applying for a course 
in the school and which the State 
has been anxious to obtain, thus 
definitely connecting Shepherd 
with the study of bacteriology. Dr. 
Faiman’s confession tonight clears 
up this vital point. 

Reasons for the arrest of the 
head of the detective agency are 
not clear, but it is intimated the 
agency has been active in intimida- 
ting witnesses, efforts to lure Dr. 
Fosberg from his office and at- 
tempts to lure Mrs. Olson, wife of 
Chief Justice Olson, from der 
home, Judge Olson has been push- 
ing the inayest and Dr. Fosherg 
has testified that Shepherd twice 
consulted him about typhoid and 
other poisons and whether they 
could be detected by a post mor- 
tem. 

DOCTOR QUESTIONED 

Tonight States Attorney Crowe 
brought Dr. Faiman from the 
Briggs Hotel, where he had been 
all day, to the Criminal Court 
Building. Little by little the mi- 
ing “university” president gave up 
the secret he had guarded so care- 
fully since he was first brought 
into the tnquiry two weeks aco. 

His earlier story was that Shep- 
nerd had been in attendance at 
the school for three or four days. 
He didn’t remember anything elre 
about the letter than his earlier 
statement that he had destroyed 
it. There had been a bald-headed 
man to inquire about it three or 
four ‘months ago he recalled and 
this man mentioned money to him 
but gave him none he insisted. 

Shepherd studied the germs, 
mostly typhoid cultures, under the, 
microscope, Dr. Falman said te 
night. He sat alongside Shepherd, 
he stated, showing him the germs 
under a microscope, Shepherd was 
curious, he told Mr. Sbarbaro. 

Shepherd was there in the guise 
of a lawyer seeking what he 
termed a course in criminal bac- 
tertology, according to Faiman. 

How typhoid germs could be ad- 
ministered to a living person with- 
out leaving a trace of the manner 
in which it was done was one of 
the questions Dr. Fatman said 
Shepherd asked him. 

“Shepherd wanted to know,” Dr. 
Faiman said, “whether the germs 
could be introduced to a human 
system by hypodermic innocula- 
tion. He posed as a lawyer seek- 
ing this information in defense of 
a. client accused of administering 
typhoid germs. 

I told him germs mixed with 
food were more likely to prove ef- 
fective, especially as in food there 
would likely be conditions favor- 
able to their culture.

WASHINGTON, March 13.—The 
United States Board of Tax Ap- 
peals, created by the Revenue Act 
of 1924, now has been functioning 
seven months, and in that time has 
received 1900 vetitions and actual- 
ly disposed of about 600 cases. 
This appears to set a new record 
for action in such a young organ- 
ization under the governmeft. It 
has been said that some of the 
Federal bureaus and commissions 
did not actually begin functioning 
for a year or a year and a half 
after they were created by law. 

The tax board, however, takes 
| seself seriously. It realizes how 
tremendotsly important it may be 
in assisting the citizen in unravel- 
ing his tax tangle. Prior to its 
creation a taxpayer who felt that 
he had been overcharged on his 
taxes had no redress other than to 
pay them and then file his claim 
for a refund. This was a long and 
tedious performance. If he were 
granted a refund it sometimes took 
several years for the matter to be 
adjusted and for him to obtain It.

PHOENIX, March 13.—The con- 
troversy between Gov, Hunt and 
the United States Bureau of Pub- 
lic Roads appears to have some 
‘connection with the program of na- 
tional economy demanded by Presi- 
dent Coolidge.

ing of engineers and executives 
representing the cities of Los An- 
geies and Long Beach. the Greater 
Harbor Committee of Two Hun- 
dred and the Southern Pacific, 
Union Pacific, Santa Fe and Pacific 
Electric rallways. 

“Unification of the harbor dis- 
trict railroads can be accomplished 
at no matertal operating loss to the 
railroad companies.” says the re- 
port, “and should result in a sav- 
ing which should increase with the 
development of the port.” 

Part one of the report gives the 
procedure followed in arriving at 
conclusions. The present operatin 
Organizations of the interest 
railroads within the unified sone 
were charted. Based on the mod!- 
fication plans, the personnel re- 
quired to operate the unified zone 
in its initial stage was estimated 
and compared with the present 
personnel.

By reason of their Republican affiliations 
these insurgents occupied high places on 
the Senate committees. The chairman ct 
one of these committees has much to do 
with the kind of legislation his committee 


‘lpecommends; and it was through their po- 


sition on the committees that the insur- 
gents were able to sidetrack administration 
measures in the last Congress. But the 
new Congress does not intend to be ham- 
pered or obstructed by radicals masquerad- 
ing as Republicans. 

All the Senate committees will now be 
headed either by proved friends of the ad- 
ministration or at least by Senators who 
have not taken a position of actual hostili- 
ty to the President. The Democrats showe1 
their appreciation of the situation when 
they declined to vote on committee assign- 
ments. Their leaders said they did not care 
to get involved in a Republican squabbie. 
The fair treatment which the opposition 
party received in the Senate organization 


of the Democratic Senators. There was no 
disposition to encroach in the slightest de 
gree on the recognized privilege of the op- 
position. No Democrats were unseated to 
make places for Republicans. Only the in- 
surgents, who are now men without a party 
and with but few friends, suffered in the 
reorganization. 

This action of the Senate is in keeping 
with the policy outlined in the President's 
ina address. The President then 
said in substance that a man elected as a 
member of a party held a mandate from 
the members of that party to carry out the 
major party policies. A public official who 
declines to support the policies of any party 
and refuses to aid in the organization of 
the legislative body of which he is a mem- 
ber by the party which he represents has 
small claim to sympathy if his party organ- 
ization chooses to ignore him. If he declines 
to perform his duties as a party member ue 
naturally forfeits any rights which are de- 


‘|pendent upon those duties. 


The four insurgents disciplined by the 
regular Republican majority all made thew- 
séives remarkable in the last sessjen of 
Congress and in the national campaign by 
their opposition to the President and his 
policies. They play 4 sorry part when they 
whine and seek sympathy now because the 
friends of the President have given to them 
a dose of their own medicine. 

They will still try to obstruct administra- 
tion legislation; but their wings have been 
clipped and their power to obstruct is lim- 
ited. By a vote of the people the Repub- 
lican party was placed in power. And the 
members of the party are only carrying out 
the mandate they have received when they 
take steps to assure majority rule in the 
Senate. 


p= OF DR. SUN YAT-SEN 
Although in the character of Dr. Sun 
Yat-Sen were to be found many admirable 
qualities and he did much for China in aid- 
ing her to throw of the yoke of the Manchu 
dynasty, students of international affairs 
cannot fail to see the hand of Providence: 
in his removal from the land of the living. 
For Dr. Sun was the head and front of the 
Bolshevik offensive in the Orient. By join- 
ing hands with the soviet leaders in the 
last year of his turbulent life and by stir- 
ring up the malcontents of China and Japan | 
he sought to avenge himself for his over- 
throw as republican leader by what he con- 
sidered the ungrateful Yuan Shib-Kai and 
his successors and to establish soviet rule 
in Eastern Asia. 
Dr. Sun was a revolutionist of the most 
and persistent type, a vehement 


- extremist, and though he was the son of a 


Christianized peasant, he revealed himself 
at times as nose too serupulous, his aims 
often being rather for power than for jus- 
tice. He did much to modernize China and 
became a great factor in its latter history, 
Like many other political leaders, he expe 
rienced stern and swift vicissitudes, but’ 
still remained keenly tenacious of purpose, 
and that purpose always was revolutiona: y. 

Though credited with being a man of in- 
tellect and discernment, he made many po- 
litical mistakes; and these resulted in his 
ruin. After he had established the repub- | 
lic of which be made himself provisional 
President and of which he afterward be 
came President, he encountered opposition 
in certain quarters and, seeking to unite all 
factions and still remain in quiet power, he 
resigned in favor of the popular Yuan Shih 
Kai, then Governor of Chi-li province. Sun 


thought to become a sort of republican Bis 


marck of China, but he had not read Yuan s 
character aright, for that dignitary pro- 
ceeded to develop an unsuspected ambition 
to establish a new dynasty and become Em- 
peror. The Chinese people, however, had 
tasted the fruits of political freedom and 
the result of the intrigues of Yuan was a 


set up a successor inimical to both him and 
to Dr. Sun, who was obliged to flee the 
country. Sun went to Japan, whence he 
filtted to Peking and was back and forth, 
always dodging his énemies. For some 
months of late he was in secret conference 
with Bolshevik propagandists and was work- 
ing with Young China of the colleges for 
the overthrow of the present government 
and the establishment of soviet rule. 

For twenty years preceding his death Dr. 
Sun went about with a price upon his bead. 
for the old Manchu regime had offered 
$200,000 to anyone who would capture or 
slay him. They preferred to have him de- 
livered alive, as they wanted to torture him. 
Twice he confronted assassins, but each 
time dissuaded them by his powers of elo- 
quence from carrying out their fell purpose. 

Dr. Sun, who was a graduate of a British 
medical college, was credited with bringing 
modern surgery to China, and it was a sur- 
geon’s knife that revealed to him not long 


accounted in a large part for the attitude

was not the first time he had been reported 
as biologicaiiy dead. He was thought to 
have been po.itically dead for the past three 


years. 

In the days of his greatest influence he 
assisted largely in bringing western civil- 
ization to China, but, as he later sought to 
bring in Bolshevism, his good deeds were 
balanced by an essentially evil one. As his 
was the most powerful and influential voice 
among the revolutionists and it is now si- 
lenced forever, it is to be hoped that Chi- 
nese Boishevism has died with him.

This is the spirit in which 
the Greater Harbor Committee of Two Hun- 
dred has approached the problem of a un 
fied port to be made of Los Angeles and 
Long Beach harbors for the benefit of the 
great Southwest and the nation at large. 
The necessary enabling bill is now before 
the State Legislature. It is guaranteed by 
the Greater Harbor Committee to meet the 
principal requirements of the situation and 
it should be adopted so that there may be 
no delay in the development that Is so urg 

ently needed. 
Congress has obligated the United States 
government to the expenditure of $7,000,000, 
balf the estimated cost of providing ade- 


quate harbor facilities at this port, under 


certain conditions. The words “this port” 
are used advisedly; nature has made of 
Los Angeles and Long Beach harbors one 
body of water, and it would be silly, indeed, 
to take account of an artificial dividing line 
in improving on what nature has provided. 
Congress wisely takes that view of the mat- 
ter, and the condition that the artificial 
dividing line must be disregarded is wisely 
imposed. 

The port district bill is the result of sev- 
eral months of effort to comply with this 
requirement. The best business and leg. 
minds of both Long Beach and Los Angeles 
have worked upon it and have pronounced 
Nt satisfactory. No measure could be drawn 
which would be satisfactory to the munic- 
ipal politicians of the two cities concerned, 
because it is obvious that no measure can 
be drawn which will not take away their 
prerogatives. The politicians are already 
objecting that this or that city may, might, 
could, would or should control the port 
board. Their objection is trivial; if the 
port board is composed of five good busi- 
ness men able to see beyond their noses 
it will not matter ther they all come 
from Los Angeles or all from Long Beach. 
And if the board is to be composed of small 
time men such as the politicians evidently

Opinions of the United States 
Supreme Court in which certain 
Tavs are declared to be unconst!- 
tutional do not make it possible 
for defendants convicted for vio- | 
lation of such laws to recover fines 
paid on such convictions, Federal 
Judge Bledsoe ruled yesterday. 
The opinioh was handed down in 
the case of A. Blumenthal] and Abe 
LApechutz, sugar brokers, who were 
fined $2501 each by Judge Bledsoe 
in 1920 when they were convicted 
of violating the Lever Act. They 
not appeal the case. 

On an appeal in a similar case. 
the Supreme Court in 1921 ruled 
that certain sections of the Lever 


Act were nconstitutional. Blu- 
menthal and Lipschutz thereupon 


requested the return of the fines 
paid by them. They contended 
that under the Supreme Court de- 
cision, the United States District 


or to sentence them on the charge 
of violating the Lever Act. 

In hi« opinion, Judge Bledsoe 
held that Supreme Court decisions 
are not retroactive. The defend- 
ants, he said, had apparently con- 
sidered the Lever Act constitution- 
al inasmuch as they had not ap- 
pealed their case.

EXILED KING RETURNS 


Ashanti Ruler Finds City Where 
He Left Squalid Village 


It is about thirty years ago 
since Prempeh, king of the Ashan- 
tis, was deported from his native 


land to the Seychelles in conrec- 
tion With the effort then being 
made by the Hritlsh government 
to establish harmony in the coun- 
try along the west coast of Africa. 
Just recently he was allowed to 
return, and a description pub- 
Ushed in the Standard and Adver- 
User, On the authority of John 
Maxwell, C. u.a., chief commia- 
sioner of hani, presents a vivid 
pictwre of the changes he found 
had taken place in his absence. 
They provide an interesting com- 
mentary also on the rapid Jevel- 
opment of a country along all 
lines, which may be expected 
where right educational methods 
prevail. Mr. Maxwell's statement 
reads, in part: 

“There were great rejoicings all 
through Ashanti, and large crowds 
flocked into Kumasi to give their 
long lost hero a great and worthy 
reception. He arrived in Kumasi 
by train from the seaport town of 
\Sekondi, and motored through 
dense crowds to the palatlal resi- 
dence which has been placed at 
‘his disposal. The Ashantis should 
not be begrudged all the joy and 
happiness combined with revelry 
which they indulged in when 
Prempeh arrived. They deserve it 
and more, but amidst all the re- 
joicing, what were the thoughts of 
Prempeh, and were those thoughts 
favorable to the British? For A- 
most thirty years the British have 
been administering the country 
Prempeh would have ad- 
ministered had he been permitted 
to remain in it. 

“Prempeh was greatly surprised. 
Instead of a conglomeration of 
mud huts and badly laid-out roads 
and streets, he found an up-to- 
date town with a large number of 
handsome buildings and fine broad 
roads and streets crowded with 
people from all over Africa. 

“He a found large areas 
which were formerly swamps filled 
up. and the town extended north. 
south, eagt and west. In fact. his 
greatest surprise was that the Riv- 
er Subin, which flowed through 
the town and was more or less a 
swamp, had practically disap- 
peared. A large concrete drain has 
been constructed, and the course 
of the river confined thereto and 
the swamps reclaimed. Instead of 
the swamps, he therefore found 
the railway stations and large 
warehouses. He found the same 
progress in the country districts. 

What were thirty years ago 
dense forests are now productive 
cocoa plantations, and also farms 
for the cultivation of foodstuffs. 
He found that the bush paths 
in their 
place are fine broad motor roads 
spreading out and reaching prac- 
tically the most remote villages of 
Ashanti.” — [Christian Science 
Monitor. 


DRAWS SORDID SKETCH 
OF LONDON SLUMS 


About 9 o'’cloc# the miserable 
Uttie fish shops-of London, which 
punctuate the obscure facades of 
the long tenement rows like big 
lamps, are crowded with women 
and children carrying dishes and 
baskets, writes Alfons Paquet in 
the Frankfurter Zeitung. 

Even as late as 10 o'clock chil- 
dren play on the pavements and 
weary, dowdy women sit on the 
steps of their tiny, unilighted 
houses, windows glint vacant and 
dusty into the darkness. Women 
also gather in clusters on the 
street corners. Silhouettes of m 
stand out in front of brightly 
lighted soup and baked potato 
caravans. Candy stores and fruit 
shops are still open. 

In the middle of a row of dark- 


ened show windows electric lights 
shine brightly on the varnished 
coffin of an undertaking parlor. 


All these little details stand out 
sharp and ruthless, as they do in 


China. 

Until 11 o'clock the corner pubs 
are packed with humanity. Each 
has three or more entrances lead- 
ing to a little narrow room sepa- 
rated from the private bar by a 
light partition extending from the 
wall to the counter. The barten- 
der with his barmaids presides in 
the middle of this horseshoe coun- 
ter, directing things in a fog of to- 
bacco smoke and whisky fumes. 

Men stand as closely together 
on the sawdust-covered floor as 
their half-drained glasses on the 
wet, narrow ledge in front of them. 
Dirty hands empty again and 
again the pot of highly salted 
shrimps beside the door.

WAR BEING WAGED

A war is going on now--a 1000- 
year war, reported by the pews- 
papers, financed out of tax money, 
as vital as the recent world con- 
flict—of which the average citi- 
zen is not conscious. I refer to 
the war between man and the m- 
sects. The iasue is vital; no less 
than the life or death of the hu- 
man race. If man wins he will 
remain the dominant, species on 
this earth. If he loses he will be 
wiped out by this, his most am- 
bitious racial enemy. 

This enemy, this horde of in- 
sects that inhabits the earth. out- 
numbers all other kinds of ant 
mal life combined, has held its 
place for 50,000,000 changing vears, 
is beyond doubt steadily increas- 
ing its power. It is finding its op- 
portunity in the peculiar condi- 
tions developing in the world be- 
cause of the interference of man 
himself. 

Is there an insect age upon the 
way just as there has been an 
age of reptiles, a glacial age, an 
age of man?

DINOSAUR BONES SET 
NEW RECORD FOR SIZE 


Word has just been received at 
London of the discovery of the 
largest fossil dinosaur bones on 
record, by an expedition under 
W. B. Cutler of the British Mu- 


seum, which has for the past year 
been working in the dinosaur beds 
in Tanganyika, formerly German 
East Africa. The prize find so far 
uncovered is a shoulder blade 6 
feet 2 ‘nches across. 

The dinosaur beds of Tangany!- 
ka were discovered and partly 
worked by the Germans before 
the war, and many Interesting re- 
mains have been found there. 
There is a close resemblance be- 
tween the dinosaur fauna of Africa 
and that of Western North Ameri- 
ca, espécially im the case of the 
stegosaurs cr armored dinosaurs. 
Even the newly discovered giant 
has Amertcan kin; though this 
particular dinosaur is represented 
in American finds only by two 
limb bones. The finding of simi- 
lar forms of dinosaurs in such 
widely separated regions is a 
strong indication that climate in 
the age when these great beasts 
lived was fairly uniform through- 
out the world, and that connec- 
tions existed at one time or an- 
other between the various conti- 
nents— [Kansas City Star. 


Saves Coal in Making Paper 

A great improvement in the 
manufacture of paper by which 
there ie a saving of a ton of coal 
on every three tons of paper made, 
has been undergoing an initial 
trial at a mill tn Wisconsin, where 
it has been in use a sufficiently 
long time to pronopnce it a suc- 
cess. Instead of drying by steam, 
the usual method, the wet sheet 
of paper in its unfinished state 
goes into an electrically heated 
chamber, passing five jimes over 
rolls in front of heating coils. In 
this way the moisture in the paper 
is converted into steam and car- 
ried away, the paper leaving the 
drying chamber in a completely 
dry sheet, supplementing this 
equipment to carry the steam from 
the paper out of the drying cham- 
ber into ordinary steam radiators 
to heat the mill. The new equip- 
ment has been in operation many 
months, long enough to demon- 
strate its commercial practicabil- 


means.—{!Boston- Transcript.

They found that by ma- 
wipulating the joints of their 
fingers, in contact with the wooden 
bedstead, they could produce loud 
noises without apparently moving 
their hands. And, says Margaret. 
“from trying it with our fingers 
we went on to trying it with our 
feet, and soon learned that with 
practice we could make even 
louder raps in this way.”

Electrical Production of Steel 

The production of steel by elec- 
trie furnaces is | ne at a re- 
markable rate, and new high rec- 
ords were established in several 
branches of the industry last year, 
according to statistics recently 
made public. 

Steel castings from electric fur- 
naces in 1923 totaled 235,958 tons, 
an increase of more than 50 per 
cent over the previous record made 
in 1920, while ten years ago élec- 
tric steel casting amdunted to less 
than 1 per cent of the country’s 
output. 

Alloy steel casting from electric 
furnaces also broke all records in 
1923, with a total of 29,054 tons: 
This ig an increase of 64 per cent 
over the previous high mark of 
17,760 tons, made in 1922.
